Policeman on Stand Says He Heard 
Defendant State Aim as 5000 
Well-Armed Men.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, July 16. 
—Evidence to show the recruiting

The Consumers’ Council of 5t

creases in milk and cream by large 
St. Louis distributers. 

The Council also announced a spe- 
cial meeting would be heid tomor- 
row afternoon at its headquarters 
at Hote! Kings-Way to discuss the 
1-cent increase in the price of milk 
effective yesterday, particularly its 
effect on milk consum ‘tion by chil- 
dren in families with low income. 

The Trade Commission, the coun- 
cil said, will be asked to “look into 
possible or alleged violations of the 
Federa) anti-trust laws.” 

“The basis for this inquiry,” it 
added, “is the apparently simulta- 
neous rise in the price of milk and 
cream by the larger distributers. 
There have been no less than five 
such price increases within the past 
nine months. These rather sharp 
price advances would seem to be en- 


tirely unwarranted, since there has | 


been no proportionate increase in 
the -price paid by dealers for the 
milk that they buy at.their plants, 
and no appreciable increase in the 
operating expenses of the larger 
dairies during the last nine months.”

dead fish. | 

Sloughs along the Okaw River | 
near Venedy Station, Ill, now are 
being’ seined by a crew of deputy 
game wardens, who begin work at 4 
a. m, to avoid the intense heat. 
Thomas said 3000 crappie and blue 
gill sunfish have been rescued from | 
the drying sloughs and were taken in | 
tank wagons to a lake near Nash- | 
ville, Ill. Thousands of rough fish | 
were moved to river waters. 

It has not been necessary to do | 
any rescue work in the Mississippi | 
River sloughs, Thomas said, and | 
many of them hold very few fish | 
because there was not much of. a 
river rise this year. | 

He predicted, however, that con-. 
siderable more rescue work would 
have to be done along the Okaw. 
and Kaskaskia rivers within ten | 
days, unless good rains come and 
i“ rivers rise.

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LAWYER POWERS NOTE 
TO UNNAMED CLIENTS 


Tells Insurance Code Backers 
He Expects to Be Witness 
and Disclose Them.

The text of the letter written by 
William T. Powers, St. Louis attor- 
nev. to his clients, the backers of 
the insurance code initiative peti- 
tions, was furnished by Powers to 
Attorney-General McKittrick last 
night. The names of the clients 
were not made known by Powers, 
but an intimation that they would— 
soon be announced was contained | 
in the letter, the text of which fol-| 


lows: 

“Tl am sure you know that At- 
torney-General McKittrick is taking 
depositions in St, Louis in connec- 
tion with the injunction suit to pre- 
vent the/ submission of the insur- 
ance codé proposal. I am equally 
sure that you have followed press 
accounts which reveal that beyond 
any doubt fraud has been practiced 
by some persons in connection with 
the securing of signatures on the 
petitions ; 

“l wrote you July 7 and inclosed 
copy of statement I made to the 
press on that date In that state- 
ment I expressed my views then, 
and I am still standing on what I 
said [ have never seen any rea- 
aon for the veil of secrecy being 
thrown around this matter. It was 
my understanding that shortly aft- 
er the petitions were filed, a list of 
the sponsors and the organizations 
back of the petitions would be given 
out As you Well know, the part 
I played in the matter did_ not 
throw me in personal contact with 
‘the parties whom I _ understood 
would actively get behind the meas- 
ure 

No Word Since July 7. 

“On July 7 I asked you to get in 
fouch with me and make some 
statement as to the parties re 
sponsible for the measure. J 
learned indirectly, but not from 
you, that it was planned to make a 
statement either the last of last 
week or early this week. I have 
not heard from you. 

“So far as my employment as an 
attorney is concerned, it ended with 
the filing of the petitions. My work 
began after the petitions were be- 
ing circulated. But developments, 
such as manifest fraud being un- 
covered by the Attorney-General, 
have caused my connection to re- 
main to the extent that I feei it is 
my duty to aid in the investiga- 
tion. 

“I do not believe that you had 
anything to do with, or knowledge 


of any fraud, and believe that, like | 


myself, you do not condone fraud 
of the nature being unearthed by 


. the investigation. It seems to me | 


that you should take steps to iden- 


tify yvourselves and to condemn. 


fraud, and that there should be no 
secrecy in regare to the matter. 


“I have. not been served with a | 
subpena to testify. It should not | 
be necessary to summon me for’) 


that purpose. So far as I am con- 


cerned there is nothing to hide or 


cover up. lI am, therefore, writing 
the Attorney-General and offering 
to testify if he wants to use me as 
a witness. 

Expects to Disclose Identities. 

“It is my opinion that when I do 
testify I can be compelled to dis- 
close who employed me and the 
work I did, even if confidential 
communications between attorney 
and client are privileged. I do not ex- 


/pect to claim any privilege myself. 


If you want to be present when I 
testifv and claim any confidential 
privilege, you will be given an op- 
portunity to do so, 

“In my letter to the Attorney- 
General, a copy of which I inclose, 
1 ask him to postpone taking my 
testimony until I can hear from 
you as to whethér you want to be 
present when I testify. I understand 
now that the hearing here will close 
tomorrow ‘July 16), bt that it 
will be resumed within the next 
few days. This will give you an op- 
portunity to let me hear from you. 

“This being a question of which 
the public is concerned, and _ in 
view of my position as to lack of 
necessity for silence, and since my 
rofessional reputation and stand-. 
ing as a citizen far outweighs any 
bare legal technicality, designed for 
the protection of rights and not of 
fraud, | am taking this step of my 
own volition. I remained silent for 
all these days, both hoping and ex- 
pecting that a statement would be

but [ have waited long enough.

Ex-Probation Officers Protest. 

‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 
FE deputy probation officers of the 
Juvenile Court who stand dismissed 
from our positions hereby wish publicly 
to protest such dismissal as unfair, un- 
just and discriminatory. 

All of us have served many years and 
have given honest and faithful service, 
catering to no groups or cliques. Not one 
of us has ever had a reprimand from any 
of the numerous Judges under whom we 
have served, not even from the Judge 
who dismissed us. And now, without 
warning or reason, we have been told that 
our services are no longer required. Even 
the worst public enemy is given his hear- 
ing, represented by counsel and safe- 
guarded by the law. We were not even 
told what the charges are against us. 

We all took civil service examinations, 
under boards appointed by the court, and, 
in order to be selected, we all had to rank 
at the head of the groups that took the 
teste through which we were appointed. 
We believed and still believe that a civil 
service employe cannot be dismissed 
without cause. If this is not so, what 
is the good of such a service, wherein 
does its value lie?

Since this department has been in ex-' 

istence, practically no one has been dis- 


charged, and those that were had charges | 


preferred by the Judge of the court, and 
a hearing was had. The officers em- 
ployed counsel and the case was heard 
upon its merits and so ruled upon by the 
court.

If 
our work has been satisfactory to so

We decry particularly the advent of 
measures such as this because of their 
effect upon the youth of the city. 
They cannot help but suffer if the staff 
is to be made a football and manhandled 
at.every chance. It is here that future 
potential criminals are caught and crim- 
inal tendencies checked. This is the bul- 
wark of the future and the main offen- 
sive effort toward prevention of crime. 
All others, for practical purposes at least, 
are those that deal with the individual 
after he has become set and hardened in 
his way of living. 

We are professional workers. These 
positions demand people of ample experi- 
ence and training, just as much as the 
legal and medical profession. We deal 
with human lives, and any haphazard pro- 
eedure by anyone without the proper 
background is criminal. 

This department has been for years 
and still is ranked among the first five 
probation staffs in this country. Was 
this rank gained and held with over one- 
third of the staff not fit for service? We 
doubt it. The work of a Juvenile Court 
depends upon the effectiveness of the 
probation officers, in order to do intelli- 
gent work. It is claimed, and with good 
cause, that a permanent Judge should 
be sent to the juvenile bench. If this be 
true, and a permanent Judge is needed, 
then how much greater is the need for 
a permanent staff of qualified men and 
women, released from being tampered 
with by politics!

The court has ruled on this case, but 


this does not alter the fact that the need 


for it should never have arisen. Only 
the most outrageous workings of the 
spoils system are responsible. This octo- 
pus, reaching out everywhere, once 
thought to be, if not dead, at least caged, 
is again cruising rampant throughout the 
land, but more particularly in Missouri 
and St. Louis.

PUTTING ON THE BRAKES. 

The Federal Reserve Board, acting under powers 
granted it in the Banking Act passed last year, has 
announced sharp increases in the reserve require- 
ments of member banks, to be effective a month from 
now. 

After the close of business on Aug. 15, reserve re- 
quirements on member bank demand deposits in New 
York and Chicago, central reserve cities, will be in- 
creased from 13 to 19 per cent. Reserve requirements 
at banks in reserve cities will be increased from 10 
to 15 per cent and at other member banks from 7 
to 10% per cent. At the same time, an increase of 
114 per cent will be placed in effect on time deposits, 
to raise the rate to 4% per cent. 

The purpose of this action was succinctly stated by 
Marriner 8S. Eccles, chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board. It is to reduce the gigantic reserve excess 
which has accumulated in the banks of the country. 
As Mr. Eccles admits, there is danger in the present 
situation. Existing excess reserves could be made 
the basis of a large credit expansion which might be 
disastrous. 

As it happens, there are critics who think that the 
administration's spending and borrowing measures 
have already forced the banks to bring a certain 
measure of inflation to the country. They argue that 
the banks, already heavily loaded with Treasury 
bonds and notes, cannot, for the present at least, do 
other than take up each new issue and thus open 
the way still wider for credit expansion. 

Increasing the reserve requirements reduces the re- 
serve ex , not by any reduction of the reserve itself 
but by fixing a larger share of the reserve against 
further use. As Mr. Eccles well says: “It is far bet- 
ter to sterilize a part of these superfluous reserves 
while they are still unused than to permit a credit 
structure to be erected upon them and then to with- 
draw the foundation of the structure.” 

What effect will this action have on business and 
commerce? That is, will the increase in reserve re- 
quirements hamper industry? Mr. Eccles says it 
will not, and there is good reason to believe him. As 
he points out, the excess reserves thus removed as a 
possible basis of credit expansion are over and above 
present demands for commerce, industry and farm- 
ing. If this is so, then there is no reason to believe 
that the change cannot be made without changing the 
rates on money. 

There is a twofold significance in this impending 
change. The first is that a check is being applied in 
a situation of potential danger. After Aug. 15, the ex- 
cess reserves will amount to approximately $1,900,- 
000,000. This is substantially lower than the present 
excess of three billion dollars, with its credit ex- 
pansion possibilities of 30 billion dollars. The second

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WHERE RAINFALL IS WASTED. | 

Rains have brought temporary relief to some) 
drouth-stricken Western regions in the last few days. 
Because of soi] ard plant conditions, however, they 
did little real good in some sections; nor were they 
an unmixed blessing. In the district around Bil- 
lings, Mont., for instance, welcome rain fell for 14 
hours, to the extent of three-quarters of an inch, but 
within a few hours most of the precipitation was 
rushing unimpeded through hundreds of streams on 
its way to the sea. As the water drained away, it 
carried more soil particles, to continue the work of 
erosion that caused the rapid run-off. 

As a New York Times correspondent described the 
scene: “Devoid of vegetation except for barned 
grass, some grasshopper-ridden clover and stunted 
sage brush, the hilly range could offer no resistance 
to the outflow.” 

Here is an object lesson in the continuing effects 
of erosion. Because trees and other vegetation that 
retain moisture have not been cultivated, because 
methods of treating the soil to hold rainfall have been 
neglected, the water rushes off, and in so doing tears 
away more of the soil. Efforts now are being made 
to introduce farn.ing methods that will impede the 
raindrop in its journey to the sea, forcing it to re- 
main and nourish crops that perish when it hastens 
away. So far has the cumulative process of erosion 
gone that in many drouth regions more is needed 
than rain to check the devastation. 
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BREATHING SPELL IN THE LABOR CRISIS. 

A ray of hope has appeared in the crisis facing 
organized labor. The decision to drop the plan for 
immediate ouster of the 12 Lewis unions, and instead 
to hold formal trials, beginning Aug. 3, of the charges 
against them, offers a chance to gain time in which 
the conciliators on both sides may do their work. It 
seems unlikely that the trials themselves can close 
the rapidly widening breach. Rather, they will mere- 
ly prove occasions for the union leaders, already firm 
vin their respective views, to renew the charges against 
their opponents. 

There must be many men in the councils of labor 
who realize the danger to the whole unionization 
movement if the threatened split on the industrial vs. 
craft organization principles actually occurs. Per-| 
sonal enmities and the fixed convictions of the major 
spokesmen make the task of conciliation a particular- 
ly difficult one. Nevertheless, the plan for formal

FATE OF 13 CRIMINALS. 
An armored car, supposedly holdup-proof, was 
robbed of $427,000 by a band of men two years ago 
in Brooklyn. The robbery was the largest in point 
of loot in New York criminal history. “The precision 
of execution impressed the authorities,” said an As- 
sociated Press report at the time. One of the holdup 
men appeared on the scene with a pushcart which 
concealed a machine gun. The band, striking at 
just the right place and the right moment, overpow- 
ered the two armed guards and driver of the ar- 
mored car, and escaped by use of fast automobiles 
and speedboats. Everything pointed to careful cal- 
culation, and indicated criminals of high mental 
caliber. 

The robbery has now been solved, New York police 
report. It is an instructive footnote on crime to 
learn of the fate of the 13 participants. One was shot 
to death, police report; six are serving prison sen- 
tences for other crimes, four are awaiting trial on 
other charges and two, whose arrest is expected soon, 
remain at large. Each man received an average of 
$33,000, but this large amount was not enough to 
save them from the common fate of petty criminals. 
When criminals of the demonstrated skill of these 13 
desperadoes fail to beat the law, fresh emphasis is 
given to the slogan, “Crime doesn’t pay.”

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AGUINALDO IS DISPOSSESSED. 

Are republics ungrateful? Emilio Aguinaldo, for- 
mer Philippine insurrectionist leader, probably is giv- 
ing an affirmative answer in unmistakable terms to- 
day. He has just witnessed the confiscation of his 
two estates by the Government, for the reason that. 
he has been unable to keep up his installment pay- 
ments. True, the Government has been paying him 
a pension of 12,000 pesos ($6000) a year, but he has 
seldom been able to make both ends meet on that, in 
his role of gentleman farmer. And now Manila has 
put an end to his agricultural venture by seizing the 
2717 acres. 

Aguinaldo’s effort to create a Philippine Republic 
failed, but he lived to see his native land started on 
the road to independence, with the launching of the 
Commonwealth Government, which is scheduled to 
give way to a full-fledged republic in 10 years. Agui- 


naldo sought to win freedom by fighting both the | 
Spaniards and the Americans. After he had made. 
his peace and retired from public life, he was suc- 
ceeded by leaders who won the objective by astute 
diplomacy and lobbying. Nevertheless, the little war- 
rior is credited with having done much to inspire the 
independence movement. It seems ironic that at 67 
he must be dispossessed of his lands, but he shares 
the fate of many who ventured to buy more than they 
could pay for. 
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THEY DESERVE A SODSOAKER. 

A lesson for all of us lies in the seemingly univer- 
sal fortitude and cheerfulness of the drouth-stricken 
farmers of Missouri who have been going through 
three long years, first of record dry weather, then 
of excessive rain and floods, and now again of blazing 
heat and dried-up earth.

Not science but business now holds key to mass production of homes, writer says; 
after perfection of factory process, a sales plan must be devised to rent houses 
fitst and sell them later, maintaining a large and even volume of production; 
such an enterprise cannot creep before walking, but must be created overnight.

HE real problem which the factory-built 
T rouse faces is one of industrial organi- 

zation. It cannot come into existence by 
a process of evolution. Consumer habit, 
credit policies, dealer organizations, organ- 
ized labor, all these things represent too 
deep an entrenchment of the present system 
to permit an evolutionary process of slow 
change to succeed. The factory process im- 
plies volume from the outset, and evolution 
does not permit that volume. 

The reason two requirements of the fin- 
ished product, the ability to rent at a profit 
and a high salvage value, are important is 
because of the capital organization necessary 
to the efficient operation of the factory proc- 
ess. Present housing !s an in-and-out proc- 
ess; into the market when it is right, and 
out again when conditions are unfavorable. 
But the factory process calls for expensive 
fixed capital which must earn steadily if a 
long-run profit is to be shown. It must, 


tization basis, buildi for rent calls for 
capital outlay, not for Out-of-pocket expense. 

To handle the thousand-house output of 
the factory would call for a corporation to 
erect and rent the houses. Such a corpora- 
tion would enter only the areas where there 
was a clear market, placing perhaps 100 
houses in each of 10 different cities. Prof- 
itable though this business would be, the 
bigger profits of increased factory produc- 
tion would dictate a policy of selling the 
houses as soon as the public became accus- 
tomed to them, so that, by a process of turn- 
over, more houses could be built. 

Few renters, having lived in the houses 
for a year at a rental figure of, say, $35 a 
month, would fail to purchase when they 
could be buying the house on a 15-year mort- 
gage for monthly payments of $30. This 
method would overcome the obstacle of 
newness; it would also permit immediat 
volume distribution at very low overhead. 

Troubles with building codes and with or- 
ganized labor may be expected. But if the 
organization starts as a single unified busi- 
ness completely controlled, these troubles 
can be met. Code difficulties can be made 
to yield to legal process if the product is 
satisfactory. Thea normally expected volume 
of orthodox vesihantio’ construction will 
more than utilize the depression-depleted 
ranks of skilled workmen. Busy men have 
less time to resent a new product which

It next becomes important to analyze the 
business organization necessary to produce 
and market the factory-built house. In one 
sense, the process is a simpler one than that 
involved in the production of the automo- 
bile. It takes only one right-hand front fen- 
der to a car. A house can involve 80 to 100 
identical wall panels of the size necessary to 
make for convenient shipping and handling. 
A thousand houses, therefore, give the mass- 
production possibilities of 80,000 autos. 

This is not true of all the parts in a house, 
but it can be true of most of them. In the 
equipment factor, where there is little or no 
duplication in a single house, there is already 
mass production to a considerable degree. 

But the factery process alone, without any 
further organization, would be doomed to | 
failure at the outset. The house would not 
only face all the present costs of marketing 
which make up such a large part of today’s 
housing costs, plus the additional costs of in- 
troducing any new product on the market, 
but additional costs as well. To get the full 
benefits of the factory process, the product 
wi.l have to be unconventional in appear- 
ance. The expense of imitating hand-made 
house. would be prohibitive., 

Not only, therefore, must a sales plan be 
devised which eliminates the distribution } 
costs now present in the building industry, 
but one must also be devised which over- 
comes (the obstacle of newness which the 
factory-built house will face. A dealer-dis- 
tributor organization would not be enough 
to start with. The intense public interest 
and, at the same time, almost negligible 
sales results experienced by firms which 
have heretofore put pre-fabricated houses 
on the market, are clear proof that the Amer- 
ican public is as cautious and conservative 
on a major expenditure as it is reckless to | 
purchase inexpensive novelties. 

Direct sales effort probably would be pro- 
hibitive, therefore, not only from the stand- 
point of overhead costs but also from the 
standpoint of producing enough sales to 
keep the factory going. 

It would, therefore, be necessary to hbe- 
gin where the outlet is sure—in the rental , 


The problem, therefore, resolves itself into 
one of starting a fair-sized business over- 
night. Probably a $6,000,000 investment 
would be adequate for a 1000-house-per-year 
production. A $6,000,000 business itself is 
far from an impossible organization in size 
in this day of billion-dollar corporations. 
But a $6,000,000 corporation which must 
start that large in an uncharted field is a 
far more difficult organization problem 
than a billion-dollar corporation which can 
start from a $100,000 business and grow. 
The problem of starting a business that can- 
net creep before it walks is appreciated 
when we realize that our financial history 
does not show a single parallel precedent. 

Beyond a doubt, the factory-built house 
presents the only possible private-enterprise 
solution to the housing problem. If it -can 
be produced, it should eventually ‘become, 
one of the largest businesses in the country. 
A volume of five billion dollars per year will 
nowhere near saturate the market, even 
after past deficits have been picked up. The 
social and political effects of putting home 
ownership within the reach of the masses 
will be tremendous. 

The solution, therefore, of the housing 
problem rests in the hands of business first, 
and not in the hands of the scientist. With- 
out a proper business organization, the prob- 
lem cannot be solved, the upward trend in 
housing costs must be expected to continue. 
With a proper business organization, the 
scientist and the engineer may be expected 
to add yearly to the production of better 
homes for the mass of the American people.

Despite the slow-rising of yeast 
breads, however, there is a way to 
provide hot rolls at any meal with- 
out much trouble, and only 15 or 20 
minutes in the oven. These are 
called “refrigerator rolls.” The thick 
is, by chilling, to manage the yeast 
and the proteins in the bread mix- 
ture in such a way as to meet the 
cook’s convenience. 

The yeast cake is composed of a 
living fungus, a form of plant life 
which grows when moist and warm 
and when it has food, as in the 
bread mixture. Yeast causes fer- 
mentation as it grows. Fermenta- 
tion in the dough forms gas which 
must find room in the dough. Wheat 
or rye bread mixtures hold this 
gas and expand as it forms, because 
the proteins in these flours are elas- 
tic and strong. Kneading develops 
the proteins, especially two wheat 
proteins which combine to form 
“gluten,” and makes them more 
elastic as the gas bubbles multiply, 
until the dough expands to twice 
its original bulk or more. Then 
baking “sets” the protein and the 
result is the fine-celled structure 
of wheat bread. 

ECKONING with the behavior 
R cr both the yeast and the 

wheat proteins, the directions 
for refrigerator rolls are: Soften a 
cake of compressed yeast in one- 
fourth cup of lukewarm water. Add 
one-half cup of fat and one-half 
cup of sugar to two cups of scald- 
ed milk, then cool and add these 
to one beaten egg. Combine with 
'the yeast and water. Stir in eight 
cups of sifted soft-wheat flour and 
one and one-half teaspoons of salt | 
‘until the dough is stiff enough to |

| . TORONTO, July 16. 
Mv ALICE TIMLECK’S entry 


in the Charles Vance Millar 
contest consists of 10 healthy, 
bright children. But, as Ethel Bar- 
rymore used to say in an old play, 
“That's all there is, there isn’t any 
more.” For, after bringing 17 ba- 
bies into the world, Mrs. Timleck, 
an acknowledged leader in the $500,- 
000 Maternity Marathon, has taken 
her stand with the advocates of 
birth control and has announced 
that she will not have any more 
children. But the 10 children born 
to her since Oct. 31, 1926 (when 
Charles Millar died), have all been 
registered, she says, at the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics. And that is 
required to comply with the terms 
of the will. 

|. “I’m not saying I'm leading the 
contest, and I’m not building cas- 
-tles in the air,” this 37-year-old 
‘Irish-Canadian mother said, when 
‘interviewed in her Sumach street 
home of 12 rooms. “If I’m lucky 
enough to win part of the Millar 
estate, I shall be very thankful. My 
husband’s ambition is to build a 
‘home in Smith’s Falls, Ontario, 
‘where he was born, and raise our 
|14 living children there. Rural life 
is. far better for growing boys and 
girls, we think”. 

And you ought to see the Tim- 
‘leck family sitting around their 
dinner-table. The youngest is a 
10-week-old baby. The oldest is 
Arthur, 17, who belongs to the 
Canadian militia and whose eyes 
beam in thankfulness that he got 
a job last month. 

The Timlecks eat eight loaves of 
bread a day. “They drink five 
quarts of milk a day. They use a 
pound of butter a day. Yesterday 
Mrs. Timleck went to the store and 
beught her children 14 pairs of 
stockings, nine pairs of shoes, four 
shirts, four long trousers, two sun- 
suits and two pairs of rompers 
and for their daddy four pairs of 
men’s socks. That shopping tour 
cut quite a hole in Arthur Hollis 
Timleck Senior’s pay envelope of 
$28 a week. He is a mrchanic. 

Left an orphan when she was 
very young, Mrs. Timleck started 
work on a Canadian farm when 6 
years old. “l remember how old 
|I was, because I had just come ‘to 
Canada from Dublin,” she said. “I 
never went to day school. What 
little I know about reading and 
writing I learned at night school 
when I was older.” 

She was 18 years old when she 
married. “It was too young,’ she 
laughed. “I’ve told my eldest girl 
Lucille not to marry until she is 
23. Then she will have had time 
for play before she settled down.” 

Nobody can say Mrs. Timleck en- 
tered the Millar “Stork Derby” to 
win the half million dollars, be- 
; Cause it was only. two years ago

that the curious bequest of the To- 
ronto lawyer-sportsman first came 
to her notice. For the past six 
months Mrs. Timleck has made 
strenuous efforts to have the seven 
leading mothers “pool” their possi- 
bilities of winning the half million 
dollars. She has persuaded all but 
the Kennys and the Bagnatos. The 
Timlecks have their own lawyer to 
see that their interests in the Mil- 
lar sweepstake are fully protected. 

The Timleck children born since 
1926 are: Stillborn baby. 1926, a 
month after Charles Millar died; 
Frank, 1927; Grace Constance, 1928; 
Gordon, 1929; Donald, 1930; Doug- 
las, 1931; Lillian, 1932; Mildred, 
1933; Gerald, 1934; Blanche Margar- 
et Katherine, 1936. That’s 10! 

The last baby was named after 
the birth-control clinic nurse who 
attended Mrs. Timleck at confine- 
ment. Most of her children were 
born at home, but an occasional 
one was born in St. Michael's Hos- 
pital, Toronto. Arthur Timleck, the 
father, has worked steadily for 
many years.

A her half a million dollars is an- 
ticipated at the home ef Mrs. 
Kathleen Nagle, Leonard avenue, 
next month. The child expected in 
August will be Mrs. Nagle’s twelfth 
in the 13 years she has been mar- 
ried to John Nagle, 35-year-old me- 
chanic, who has been unemployed 
for the past five years, and now 
assists his wife with her household 
duties. The family have all been 
in quarantine for the past’ two 
months, several of the children and 
finally Mrs. Nagle herself suffer- 

ing from scarlet fever. 

Mrs. Nagle announced that she 
was “perfectly willing” to sign a 
compact with Mrs. Joseph Bagnato, 
Mrs. Ambrose Harrison, Mrs. Ar- 
thur Hollis Timleck, Mrs. Matthew 
Kenny, Mrs. Gus Graziano and 
Mrs. Steffano Darrigo, ifs all agree 
to share the $500,000 to be awarded 
in this curious contest. 

But there are possible difficulties 
in the way of any plan to share 
the Millar fortune, even if all the 
mothers agreed. Legal authori- 
ties point out that such an agree- 
ment might be considered by On- 
tario courts to be a move to evade 
the intent of the will. Some fear 
is still held by Mrs. Nagle and Mrs. 
Matthew Kenny that the Ontario 
Government might make another 
attempt to escheat the estate. Sev- 
eral years ago Col. W. H. Price, 
then Attorney-General of Ontario, 
introduced into the Ontario Legis- 
lature a bill which aimed to escheat 
the estate and turn the money over 
to the University of Toronto. Such 
bitter public protest was stirred up, 
however, that he withdrew the bill. 

Friends of the late Charles Vance 
Miliar argued in upholding Col. 
Price, that Millar had on several 
occasions said he intended to leave 
a large part of his estate to the Uni- 
versity. But ne such clause was in 


his strange will, and no later will 
was found. 

Mrs. Nagle favors having the pres- 
ent Liberal administration of On- 
tario’s affairs appoint a _ referee 
to confer with the three executors 
of the Millar estate, the Toronto 
General Trusts Corporation, the Na- 
tional Trust Company and Roy 
Sproatt. “A referee would see that 
justice was done,” she said. 

And that’s what Is likely to hap- 
pen. The executors have shown no 
evidence of interest individually in 
any of the mothers who will contest 
for the half million dollars. One 
of them told me: “Our job is to 
administer the estate until Oct. 31, 
1936, and to see tnat all the prop- 
erty and other holdings tn the es- 
tate are converted into cash by that 
time. We haven't any idea which 
mother is leading tne race, and we 
don’t care much.” 

Thirty - one - year - old 
Nagle said she wasn’t “counting 
any chickens before they are 
hatched.” A devoted mother and 
a skilled dietician, sne’ prepared 
good, substantial meals for her 
children. She maintains old-fash- 
ioned discipline in her home. She 
has trained her children not to 
speak until someone speaks to 
them. She forbids them to go to 
movies. 

She has very definite ideas about 
the future of some of them, too, 
$500,000 or not. Jackie is to be a 
priest; Teresa, a nun; Mary, a court 
interpreter; Billy, an altar boy. 

Mrs. Nagle, before her marriage, 
worked at a girls’ boarding house 
as cook for a time. Later she got 
a job as switchboard operator at 
St. Michael's Hospital.

Qe of the greatest physicians 


who ever practiced in the Unit- 

ed States, William Osler, once 
read a paper which had the follow- 
ing title: “On the 
Advantages of a 
Trace of Albumin 
and a Few.Casts 
in the Urine of 
Men Over Fifty.” 
It is a cheerful 


aspect of what 
appears to be @ 
pretty gloomy 
prospect — the 
bright side of 
Bright's disease, 


as it were. But, 
as I say, he was 
a very eminent 
man and the 
viewpoint is thor- 
oughly justified. 
What he meant involves three 
things: First, that kidney troubles 
are insidious and painless in their 
onset. The kidneys do not hurt 
except when stone or infection is 
present. Therefore, changes may 
go forward to a serious extent 
without the person whose kidneys 
are involved being aware of them. 
So the first intimation he may 
have is when, on a routine examina- 
tion of some sort—say for life in- 
surance—the person of 50 learns 
that he has some renal changes. 
And, lastly, this is an advantage 
to him in many instances, because, 
as Richard Bright himself said, 
“Where the mischief is less rooted, 
we must undoubtedly do much.” 
The person of 50 who finds these 
things out, should learn to bank 
his fires, to give up some part of 
the strenuous life, to arrange his 
diet, to rest, to avoid strain and, if 
possible, in this troublesome world, 
worry. We cannot restore the kid- 
ney tissue by any means known to 
medical science, nor stop the prog- 
reas of the change, but by adjusting 
the body to the kidney, I have 
known men and women who I be- 
lieve added 10 to 15 years to their 


lives. 
L seriousness of kidney changes 
than there was 25 years ago, in 
my observation, and that is a good 
thing. Slight abnormalities of the 
urine are not regarded as of such 
grave import, and the diagnosis of 
Bright's disease is less frequent. 
Physicians have learned to regard 
the kidney changes as merely a 
part of changes over the whole 
body and part of the process of 
rowing old, which is merely what 
happens when you live long enough 
and, therefore, not so sad. 

Especially salutary is the fact 
that albumin in the urine is not 
necessarily regarded any longer as 
a sign of kidney disease. There 
are many forms of albumin and, 
‘gs was pointed out by Bright's 
chemical co-workers, there were 
cases where it was “so trifling in 
nature as to render it almost a 
constant occurrence.” 

Many of these functional albumi- 
nurias were fortiierly frightened 
and restricted to severe diets and 
to limited activity. “It is partic- 
ularly important,” writes a high 
authority in a recently published 

pular health book, “to recognize 

nign, postural and other forms 
of functional albuminuria to pre- 
vent persons so affected from being 
limited by unwarranted fears and 
neediess restrictions, as occurs 
when confused with true nephritis.” 

This type of albuminuria is es- 
pecially common in young people,

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TALIN was not slow to take advantage of the situation thus 
To him, too, Lenin’s death provided the golden oppor- 
tunity —- indeed if Trotzky is to be believed it was more 


than that; it prevented an attack inspired by Lenin which Stalin 


might not have been able to resist. 
question Trotzky’s version at this point. 


Personally, I am inclined to 
I think that drowning in 


the deep humiliation which followed the knowledge of his own mis- 
take he clutched at the straw of a half-expressed or tentative inten- 
tion on Lenin’s part and made of it a beam to buttress his weak- 


ened self-esteem. 


Unlike Trotzky, Stalin seized opportunity with 


both hands. On one side he used his power as Party Secretary to 
shift Trotzky’s adherents from key posts and replace them by men 
of his own choice; on the other he took advantage of the enthusi- 


astic influx of new blood into the party. 


The most decisive of the 


shifts in personnel was the replacement of Sklanski, Trotzky’s right- 
hand man at the Commissarat of War, by Funze, who later suc- 


ceeded Trotzky as Commissar. 


This was approved by the Thir- 


teenth Party Congress in May, 1924, which Trotzky did not attend, 
but it was only one of a series of such changes which showed that 
Stalin knew and was utilizing the strength of his position as Party 


Secretary. 

In the months betwen Lenin’s 
death in January and the Thir- 
teenth Congress in May 241.000 men 


and women applied for admittance 
to the Communist Party, in addi- 
tion to the 127,000 new members 
who had joined after the decision 
of the previous autumn to enroll 
100,000 “workers from the bench.” 
The total membership at that time 
was 736,000. Thus the new mem- 
bers, all of whom, as I said a rilier, 
had been hand-picked by the lower 
ranks of the Secretariat, that is to 
say by the Stalinist machine, were 
exactly half of the total. Trotzky 
in his autobiography says that 
three-quarters of the party were 
new members, but his error has yo 
importance in view of the fact that 
the party was almost evenly divided 
between him and Stalin in the mid- 
die of 1923 and that almost all of 
the new members could be relied 
upon to support the Stalinist plat- 
form. Indeed, what Trotzky prob- 
ably means is that three-fourths of 
the party were against himin May, 
1924, which was perfectly correct. 
What he. fails to say, however, is 
that prior to Lenin’s death more 
than three-quarters—probably not 
less than nine-tenths—of the Soviet 
proletariat were for him. Comrade 
Popoy in his official history of the 
Communist party may choose to 
ignore the fact that the Moscow 
Gay-pay-oo and the Foreign Office 
itself voted pro-Trotzkyist\ resolu- 
tions at their meetings in the sum- 
mer of 1923, but it is true and bears 
witness to Trotzky’s popularity. 
The army was devoted to him and 
he had a glamour for the working 
masses which Stalin never rivaled. 
Trotzky begins one of thé later 
chapters of his book by saying that 
he is often asked how he came to 
lose power... His answer consists 
partly of an analysis of the reaction 
that is liable to “ollow any revolu- 
tion amongst the masses and their 
leaders, partly of a diatribe against 
the “conspiracy” led by Stalin, 
Dijerzhinsky, Ordjonkidze, Kamenev 
and Zinoviev, of which he claims 
he was the victim. This explana- 
tion is as confusing as it is volumi- 


nous. Trotzky “lost power” be- 
cause on the afternoon of 
January 27, 1924, he lay in the 
sun on the balcony of the 


rest-house at Sukhum and felt “the 
sensation of running a tempera- 
ture,” mingled, as he says, with 
the thought of Lenin's death, in- 


stead of appearing in uniform in 
the Red Square of Moscow and 
helping to carry Lenin’s body to the 
mausoleum.

I) ot: 192. 1923 and the first half 


of 1924 the Bolshevik leaders 
had been too much occupied by 


anxiety about Lenin and by their 
own quarrels to pay proper atten- 
tion to what was happening in the 
country. When Trotzky was for 
the time being disposed of and they 


had time to look around them, what 


they saw was not reassuring. The 
N. E. P. men still 


handled two- 
thirds of the nation’s trade; the 
production of factory-made goods 
and of iron and steel was barely a 
quarter of its pre-war volume; and 
last but not least a new class of 
prosperous farmers employing la- 
bor, that is to say kulaks, had 
arisen in the villages. In a typical 
Bolshevik manner Stalin replied to 
this unsatisfactory situation indi- 
rectly and with violence. He 
launched a savage drive against 
grafters in state service and it was 
said that in the months of March 
and April, 1924, there were 30,000 
arrests in Moscow. In a preceding 
chapter I told how a Gay-pay-oo of- 


ficial “purged” the Hermitage Res- 


taurant on New Year's eve. What 
he so demonstratively began was 
continued on a steadily rising scale, 
because for every grafting state of- 
ficial who was arrested there were 
three or four N. E. P. men accom- 
plices who shared his guilt ina 
greater or less degree. The Bolshe- 
viks themselves were appalled by 
the extent of the corruption they 
found. Heads of state trusts, party 
members, some of them of long 
standing, were living in scandalous 
luxury with country villas, women, 
and elegant carriages drawn by 
thoroughbred trotters. There had 
grown up a widespread illicit co-op- 
eration between state and private 
trade, as profitable to individuals 
as it was damaging to the commu- 
nity. Dishonest state employes were 
punished without mercy, but the 
drive begun against them only 
brought home to the authorities the 
fact that their worst enemy was not 
graft or corruptioon but the anom- 
alous coexistence of state and pri- 
vate trade, which made that cor- 
ruption possible and profitable; in 
other words, N. E. P. itself. The 


anti-graft campaign was followed by 


a series of measures against pri-
